BACK TO NEW POSITIONS 


BEFORE GERMAN ATTACKS) 


Germans Claim to Have Made Progress in All Sectors of Eastern 
Battle’ Line Except in Northern Courland—Artillery Continues 
to be Chief Mode of Warfare in West—Allies Have Been Shell. 
ing Almost Entire German Line—Allied Aircraft Also Busy.

LONDON, Aug. 29.—There are no 
signs yet of any slackening of the 
German pursuit of the retiring Rus- 
siang, and, according to the German 
official reports, progress has been 
made in all sectors of the eastern 
battle line except that in northern 
Courland, where the armies of Grand 
Duke Nicholas are offering a stub- 
born and effective resistance, From 
the southeast of Kovno, where the 
Germans claim to have broken the 
Russian resistance and must there- 
fore be approaching Vilna. along the 
Niemen to Grodno and thence south- 
eastward through the forest of Bielo- 
viesh and along ‘the (borders of the 
Pripet river marshes, the Russians 
are falling back to new positions, 

Thus far the Germans have made 
no move toward a great effensive in 
the west, and the threatened Austrian 
attack against Servia. has consisted 
only of long distance artillery engage- 
ments and defensive operations. 

Artillery Aotive in West 

The artillery has been the 
mode of warfare on the western line, 
The most activity has been displayed 
here by the guns of the allies, which 
have been shelling virtually the en- 
tire German line. In addition the 
allies have been usine their aircraft 
in large squadrons to bombard Ger- 
man barracks and positions, 

It is being vaguely hinted here that 
mid-October has been chosen as the 
time for the long postponed ‘fbig 
rush” of the allies, ‘but the point at 
which an attack js to take place is 
not being mentioned. The general 
public does not expect a strong of- 
fensive movement as yet, but in some 
circles there would be no_ surprise 
should) General Joffre, the French 
commander-in-chtef, find it possible 
to attemnt some kind of a forward | 
movement before mid-October. |

WINNIPRG, Aug. 29.-—Though the 
prairie fire fifteen miles north of Win- 
nipeg 4s still smouldering its way to- 
wards this city in the vast peat bog 
between the C. PB. it. tracks and the 
Stonewall car line and may in time 
endanger homes and grain crops, it 
has so far done no damage beyond 
consuming hundreds of tons of wild 
hay. Sensational reports which cir- 
culated yesterday that five tamilies 
were missing are found to be without 
foundation. One of the men suppos- 
ed to have perished has been dead a 
year, 

In any event it is hardly 
anyone could be cut off ‘because 
fire is not a speeding surface blaze, 
but a fletee underground fire, a fact 
Which greatly hinders any attempt to 
check it. Racktiting is impossible.
